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City Council raises water, sewer 


rates to match Detroit hikes

As of Oct. 1, Belleville City water and 
sewer users will have a hike in rates. 

In a memo from Kelly Howey of Plante 
Moran in the city’s finance office, it was 
pointed out in previous years the city has 
passed the increases in costs from Detroit 
and Wayne County on to its consumers. 

Water costs have increased 7% from 
last year and if the city passes that on to 
its consumers, costs would increase from 
$6.74 to $7.21 per 1,000 gallons. 

Sewer costs have increased about 3.5% 
from the prior year, so sewer rates would 
increase from $6.38 to $6.60 per 1,000 
gallons. 

The city council voted unanimously to 
increase the rates by those figures. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said 
for the next billing cycle in October she 
expects the computerized billing will be 
able to bill to the nearest gallon, rather than 
by 1,000 gallons as currently done. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the city got 
into trouble a few years ago when it didn’t 
increase rates as Detroit did. Now the city 
has to raise rates in increments, but it won’t 
be by 50% as it was needed to catch up 
before. 

Mayor Conley said she went to a Council 
of Western Wayne meeting where the new 
water authority was outlined. It is expected 
to be operating by July of 2015. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Set two public hearings for Oct. 6 to 
amend the ordinances on penalties and 
sanctions and to amend the snow and ice 
removal ordinance, requiring snow removal 
after 24 hours of falling and the permitted 
use of a “commercial ice melting product” 
to be spread upon the ice (replacing “coal 
dust”); 

e Approved Winter Fest street closings, 
as requested by Randy Brown of the 
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Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce. 
Winter Fest is Dec. 5 and 6. The lighted 
parade starts earlier, at 4:30 p.m. on 
Saturday, so as not to interfere with the 
Dec. 6 nationwide Angel of Hope event at 
7 p.m. at Hillside Cemetery. The fireworks 
have been moved to Friday night for the 
same reason, but there may be a problem 
in getting fire fighters from Belleville 
and Van Buren Township to be around to 
help with the fireworks because a VBT 
fire fighter and a Belleville fire fighter are

VBT Board of Zoning 
Appeals puts Menards 
on hold for fact-finding

After more than two hours of discussion 
on six variance requests by Menards 
for its proposed Belleville Road home 
improvement store, the Van Buren 
Township Board of Zoning Appeals put the 
process on hold. 

BZA members agreed they needed more 
information and Trustee Jeff Jahr, who also 
sits on the BZA, said he just got the packet 
of information in the mail on Saturday and 
he’s been out of electricity and didn’t get a 
chance to study it. 

He said the date on the paperwork asking 
for the variances indicates Menards sent it 
to the township on April 2 and he didn’t get 
it until Sept. 6. 

Trustee Jahr wanted to know how high 
the fence at Walmart’s was since he wanted 
to compare it with the 14’ fence Menards 
wants. 

Patrick Sloan of McKenna Associates 
planning consultants was acting as 
consultant and VBT staff, since the

Library Director gets excellent 
evaluation, plus 2.5% raise

Deb Green, Director of the Belleville 
Area District Library, received an excellent 
evaluation and a 2.5% raise after an 
evaluation session by the library board on 
Sept. 9. 

The evaluation had been scheduled for 
closed-door session, as allowed by the Open 
Meetings Act, but Green asked for an open 
session and the agenda was amended. 

Green had rejected an offered 2.5% raise 
after the last two annual evaluations, but 
this year she accepted the raise. 


Her salary was $80,000 before her raise. 
Michael Boelter, chairman of the 
Personnel committee, said the evaluations 
filled out by board members came out with 
an average score for Green’s work of 5.3 
out of 6.0 on all categories. Last year her 
evaluation was 5.28 out of 6.0. 

Boelter said he met with Green in closed 
session after the evaluation process and 
discussed: the need to set goals for the 
library for 2015; the need to focus more 
time on operation of the existing library 
and less on planning a new library (since

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Keystone Academy gets School of Excellence, 2 other awards

Keystone Academy Principal Keturah 
Godfrey received three National Heritage 
Academy awards for her school at the Sept. 
11 school board meeting. 

School Board President Vesta Losen 
presented the awards and noted that 34 
schools of the 76 NHA charter schools 
nationwide received either an Eagle Award 
and/or a School of Excellence Award — and 
Keystone got three: two Eagle Awards 
and the top School of Excellence prize for 
being a Three-Star School. 

The School of Excellence is for superior 
performance in academic achievement 
and full enrollment for the 2012-13 school 
year, the highest honor. Of the 76 total 
schools run by NHA, Keystone is one of 
eight getting the Three-Star designation. 
There are no Four-Star schools. 

“We’re incredibly proud of the honors,” 


Godfrey told the board. 
The Eagle Awards were for Student 
Enrollment (outstanding count day 


enrollment and average daily membership 
results at or above the 90" percentile) 
and Student Growth (at or above the 90" 
percentile for blended fall-to-spring and 
spring-to-spring growth on the NWEA 
assessment in grades K-8). 

In other business at the 45-minute Sept. 
11 meeting, the board: 

e Was told Principal Godfrey will send 
weekly news and notes to all board members, 
as well as the monthly newsletter; 

e Heard a report on the Keystone 
Board Satisfaction Survey from NHA 
representative Chris Caulk. He said the 
survey showed no one is using the board 
portal because they can’t create their own 
password and have to use a password 
that is hard to remember. He said NHA 
is working on getting that changed. He 
said there were board survey comments 
on financial oversight, understanding the 
roles, and common core; 

e Heard Godfrey give a report on bullying, 
saying there were not that many instances. 
She said two infractions against the same 
person is considered bullying. “We’re 
really swift in taking action and not tolerant

the seven-member board can do that now;

In other business at the Sept. 9 meeting, 
the board: 

e Authorized the levy of the 0.7 mill Library 
Operating Millage on the December 2014 
tax bill as approved by voters Nov. 2, 2010 
to run through Jan. 1, 2022; 


of that,” Godfrey said; 

e Heard comments on the Annual 
Education Report, a comprehensive report 
on the data that is available on the website. 
Godfrey said there were 100% at parent- 
teacher conferences and very few were 
done by phone. There is a real effort to 
confer with every parent, she said. Godfrey 
remembered when she was a fourth-grade 
teacher and she jumped in a parent’s car 
to complete the conference as the parent 
drove through the loop to exit the school 
grounds; and 

e Passed a resolution on teacher 
evaluation and employee certification, 
with Caulk reporting the state requires one 
formal teacher evaluation a year, but NHA 
requires two formal evaluations. Godfrey 
said at Keystone there is evaluation done 
weekly. 

At its Aug. 14 meeting, the board: 

e Heard Godfrey say she was disappointed 
in the Voice of Parents survey that usually 
had near 100% participation and this year 
just 683 of 786 filled out the surveys. She 
said the timing was terrible, being handed 
out just before spring break, so the school 
couldn’t “bug” the students to get the 
surveys done. She said most of the results 
were “highly satisfied” and “satisfied.” 
Sixty-five percent were highly satisfied 
and 96% were the combined “satisfied” 
and “highly satisfied”. Caulk of NHA said 
the average for all NHA schools was 57% 
and Keystone’s scores were outstanding; 

e Voted to cover $9,000 out of the $15,000 
in coaching stipends for the coming school 
year. Other costs of sports are covered 
by the $40 sport pay-to-play fee parents 
are asked to contribute and some general 
fundraising. The $9,000 is out of the board’s 
discretionary fund. Athletic Director Katie 
Hamilton presented the request; 

e Heard Principal Godfrey announce the 
12 changes in staff assignments for the 
coming year. Some are new teachers and 
some are reassignments. She said there is 
a new level of energy on the staff and it is 
“incredibly positive.’ Changing roles are 
Heather Peters, Michelle McNulty, Cindy 
Chuang, and Jackie Fincher. New hires for 
new positions are Marilyn Rivera, at-risk 


e Discussed an eight-page draft survey 
of library patrons as compiled by board 
secretary Joy Cichewicz. After discussion, 
Cichewicz said she would sit down and 
hone it down to make it shorter. There was 
discussion on how to disseminate it and it 
probably will be mailed out. The survey 
may be discussed at a future meeting; 

e Set October forum dates for anyone who 
has questions or comments on services for 
a new library or libraries and any other 
concerns. Tentative dates for the informal

New hires to fill vacancies are 
Sara Burden, sixth grade ELA; Lauran

in the Admission and Enrollment Policy as

VBT patrol officers, 
dispatch get pay 
raises 


After four years of no raises because of 
poor economic conditions, the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees approved 
raises for its patrol and dispatch union: 
Police Officers Labor Council. 

At Tuesday’s regular meeting, the board 
unanimously approved a four-year contract 
and Treasurer Budd explained the changes. 
It includes 1.5% raises for the years 2014 
and 2015; and 2.5% raises for 2016 and 
2017. The contract runs from Jan. 1, 2014 
to Dec. 31, 2017. 

“The men and women in blue have served 
nine months without a contract,” said Public 
Safety Director Laurain, who pointed out 
this time he was on the negotiation team as 
part of management. 

Officer Adam Byrd, POLC local president, 
said the union members appreciate the 
raises because is shows, “We’re worth 
something.” 

There were several other details negotiated. 
A new item is a letter of understanding 
between the township and the union saying 
if Public Safety Officers are created, the 
union would negotiate for the positions. 

It said, in part: “A member solely 
employed by the Police Department shall 
not be required to put on turnout gear ... 
until the Public Safety Officer Position is 
created by the Employer.” 

Guess the township economy is on the 
upswing. The list of police and dispatch 
salaries for 2014, which we’ll publish next 
year, should make interesting reading. 
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I received an email from a reader thanking 
us for the scam information in this column 
last week.

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Dismayed to be cause 
of unnecessary angst 


To the Editor: 

I am dismayed to find myself both an 
instigator and a focal point for unnecessary 
angst within the school district I love and 
have devoted so much energy to over the 
decades. I write to apologize, to better 
explain my intentions, and to plead for 
understanding. 

I have never felt more optimistic about 
the progress we are making in improving 
teaching and learning for all of our children, 
so I feel frustrated when that tremendous 
good news is so often overshadowed by 
controversy over relatively minor issues. 
It upsets me not because it makes us look 
bad, but because it literally interferes with 
that progress and disheartens our dedicated 
staff. 

It is apparent that I expressed myself 
poorly at a recent board meeting, where 
others took my remarks as evidence that 
I do not welcome or wish to stifle public 
input into how our schools are run. In fact, 
I deeply believe that elected boards who are 
open, responsive, and accountable to the 
public are very best way to ensure that the 
entire community is invested in one of our 
most critical tasks -- the education of our 
young. Of course I welcome public input! 

My objection has been to the way our 
board responds to it. We (myself included) 
have not always been consistent in 
following our own bylaws and procedures. 
This is not the time to explain those in 
detail, but I regret that my annoyance at 
our disregard for protocol came across 
as an attack. I object to what I perceive 
as disrespect for our superintendent 
and staff because it makes their jobs 
harder, which is surely not our intent. 

My wariness of citizen committees is 
rooted in concerns about how they have 
often left participants feeling frustrated and 
used. What begins as a well-intentioned 
attempt to be inclusive ends up alienating 
some of our strongest supporters. 

I tried -- again, poorly -- to express these 
concerns in an email to the board after 
that meeting. While I feel betrayed by the 
public sharing of this communication, Iam 
culpable, as well. I got personal in a letter 
to the entire board, something we had 
mutually pledged not to do. I apologize for 
that. It was unprofessional and interfered 
with our joint mission on behalf of the 
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community. I am also mortified to be a 
source of distraction from all that we do 
right -- the very thing I was complaining 
about. 

It is natural at my age to think increasingly 
of one’s legacy, of what I have stood for 
and how I have impacted my world for the 
better. For more than 30 years -- through 
countless millage and bond campaigns, 
several parent organizations, several 
thousand volunteer hours in classrooms, 
and 23 years as an elected trustee -- I 
have been devoted to traditional public 
education. I think no other institution is as 
vital to the success of our democracy or 
our communities. I will try harder to be the 
kind of leader our community deserves.

Thomas White’s final 


conference before trial 
adjourned until Oct. 10

The final conference in Wayne County 
Circuit Court, where a plea deal could 
be arranged on 20 felony charges for 
disbarred attorney Thomas A. White, has 
been adjourned until Oct. 10. 

This is the third time this final conference 
has been postponed. Other final conferences 
had been set for Aug. 8, Aug. 15, and Sept. 
12. 

On Sept. 12, defense attorney Michael 
Vincent and his assistant Olga Wermalenka 
were in the courtroom with defendant 
White. 

This court is being presided over by Judge 
Dalton Arnold Roberson, a retired judge 
who was filling in for Judge Margaret Van 
Houton. Judge Van Houton was going to be 
out for three months recovering from knee 
and foot surgery. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Dan 
Williams did not appear in the courtroom, 
but Vincent told the judge that Wermalenka 
had talked to Williams and Williams would 
not object to a month’s adjournment. 

Vincent told the judge that the case is a 
work in progress and he has been talking 
with Prosecutor Williams for a month. 

Judge Roberson reminded Vincent that 
there will be no more plea deals after the 
final conference, since the final conference 
is the last session before the trial. White’s 
jury trial is set for Nov. 3. 

Judge Roberson asked Vincent if there 
had been an offer from the prosecutor on a 
plea deal and Vincent said there hadn’t. 

“All those charges and there’s no offer?” 
Judge Roberson asked, referring to the list 
of 20 felonies. 

After the Oct. 10 date was approved, 
Vincent said he and Williams would 
continue to work on “discovery and coming 
to an agreement.” 

White was charged with his first five 
felonies on Sept. 6, 2013 and the next 15 
felonies on Dec. 18, 2013. 

The first set of charges included uttering 
and publishing, larceny by conversion

($20,000 or more), embezzlement of 
$20,000 of more, and two charges of 
identity theft. The victims in those five 
charges were Judith and the late Leland 
Jordan of Belleville. 

White’s charges in December included 
conducting a criminal enterprise and 14 
charges of embezzlement, with various 
victims. 

White’s $20,000 or 10% bond put on for 
the first five charges by 34" District Court 
Judge David Parrott last September was 
changed to $50,000 personal recognizance 
bond by 34" District Court Judge Brian 
Oakley in December after the additional 
15 felonies were added. 

White’s preliminary exam on the first five 
charges was reset six times before being 
waived on April 9, when White was bound 
over for trial by 34" District Court Chief 
Judge Tina Brooks Green. 

Circuit Court Judge Van Houten approved 
a motion to consolidate the first five charges 
with the 15 charges on May 2. Now the 
case has the combined 20 charges. 

Judge Roberson, retired Chief Judge 
of Wayne County Circuit Court, said he 
moved to the Gulf area for 15 years and 
then reestablished residency in Michigan. 

White, 46, is accused of stealing an 
estimated $11 million from widows, 
families, and estate beneficiaries. 

He practiced law in an office across 
Main Street from Belleville City Hall for 
20 years and was a lifelong resident of Van 
Buren Township. 

Judge Van Houten has said a two-to- 
three-week trial will be needed. Prosecutor 
Williams previously told the judge that 50- 
60 witnesses will be called if the cases go 
to trial.

Today, America is at 
a crossroads and we need to be reminded 
what Benjamin Franklin said: “Where 
liberty dwells, there is my country.”

getting married that night and most of the 
fire fighters want to go to the wedding. It 
was suggested they ask Sumpter to help; 

e Approved Main Street closing for the 
Belleville Area Council for the Arts’ 2015 
Artaffair on Main, July 25-26. BACA 
President Doug Dalton said they are 
planning to get cash awards to help bring 
more artists to the event; 

e Passed a proclamation that Belleville 
will become “Booville” during the month 
of October. About 20 events are being 
planned throughout the month, including 
the annual Harvest Fest; 

e Approved closing High Street and the 
parking lane on Main Street between High 
and Denton Road for the Belleville Zombie 
5K race on Oct. 18. Belleville High School 
New Tech students Marissa Higgins and 
Brittany Jones were present to explain the 
project. This event started with the Soup 
contest, where the Zombie Race won the 
prize, so they had money to make the race 
a reality; 

e Opened three sealed bids for refuse 
and recycling services and referred them 
to the administration and engineer for a 
recommendation. Bids came from Waste 
Management, Republic Waste, and Rizzo 
Environmental; 

e Opened the lone bid for installation 
of equipment for the police department’s 
new 2015 Ford Interceptor. Priority One 
Emergency bid $9,141 and was approved, 
contingent on Chief Berriman’s review of 
the bid. Berriman had solicited bids from 
four companies. He said there will be a 
two-week turnaround and he is anxious to 
have their new car on the road; 

e Approved Hennessey Engineers moving 
forward to prepare engineering plans and 
specifications at a cost not to exceed 
$22,000 for the Sewer Rehab Proposal 
under the State Revolving Fund. The city’s 
SRF loan has been approved. The project 
would be bid out in January for final loan 
approval and start construction in April. 
Estimated construction cost is $432,300; 

e Reluctantly approved the 
intergovernmental agreement with Wayne 
County and paying $22,525 as the first 
payment to the county for 50% of the local 
share of resurfacing of East Huron River 
Drive from Sumpter to Martinsville. After 
bids are taken, if the total cost is more than 
the $934,950 estimated, with the city’s 
share $45,050, Belleville could opt out of 
the project. The project is partially funded 
with federal money. The funds Belleville 
will use are Act 51 road funds. The city 
doesn’t get Act 51 funds for East Huron 
River Drive, so it will seek information on 
whether it’s legal to use that money for that 
road. The project will mill off the surface 
and resurface and restore the shoulder with 
grass. It will take 65 days and would start 
after the 2015 Strawberry Fest, so it will be 
done by a year from now; 

e Approved paying $5,000 to help pay 
for legal counsel (Erman, Teicher, Zucker 
& Freedman of Southfield) for proposed 


legal action against Wayne County over 
the Downriver Utility Wastewater system, 
which the county has indicated it will sell. 
Thirteen communities have paid for the 
system, so they oppose this action; 

e Approved a traffic order for Harbour 
Pointe subdivision that allows parking on 
just one side of the streets, to provide space 
for emergency vehicles. Signs will be 
erected and public education and warnings 
will come before anyone is ticketed; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$61,637.31, with the removal of $120 to 
Johnston Lithograph for hole signs for the 
recent fire auxiliary’s golf fund raiser. Also 
approved were the following departmental 
purchases in excess of $500: to Council of 
Western Wayne, $3,406 for annual dues; to 
Downriver Utility Wastewater Authority, 
$5,000 for community assessment; to JLB 
Overhead Door, $555.57 for door repair; to 
UMS, $4,500 for sewer line repair; and to 
Wayne County Accounts Receivable, $945 
for prisoner lodging; and 

e Was informed DPW Director Rick 
Rutherford’s father died and his service 
was to be Sept. 16 at Crane’s in Romulus.

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Sumpter Twp. board discusses new junk yard that just popped up

Over the last few weeks what looks like 
a new junk yard just popped up in Sumpter 
Township and the residents want to know 
what’s going on. 

At the regular township board meeting on 
Sept.9, Marty Kalasz brought up the subject 
and others joined in with questions. 

Treasurer John Morgan, who is acting 
township supervisor, explained that the 
auto auction business on Rawsonville 
Road is handling a number of cars that 
were damaged in the flooding in Detroit 
and they asked to put them temporarily on 
the township fairgrounds. 

But, the township was having a car show 
and so couldn’t give them the space. So, 
they got the use of land zoned industrial, 
back off Willis Road, across from Holiday 
West mobile home park. 

Kalasz complained that he saw 14 
ordinance violations on the cars parked 
there and township residents with those 
violations would be cited. 

Attorney Rob Young said on Thursday the 
planning commission was meeting and the 
planner would be there and they’ll figure 
out what needs to be done. He said usually 
a site plan needs to be submitted. 

Kalasz said oil and gas could be leaking 
into the county ditches and that is a DEQ 
violation. 

Acting Supervisor Morgan said, “They 
came in overnight and we don’t know if 


they’re in violation of anything.” 
“You’re waiting too long, 
insisted. 

“The potential is there,’ agreed Debbie 
Chamberlain. “If residents can’t park a 
car in their yard without a license plate, 
registration, and insurance... The ordinance 
officer should be out there checking it 
out.” 

“As far as we know they haven’t done 
anything wrong,” Morgan said. “We’re not 
going to harass them over the potential ... 
If anything’s wrong we’ll make sure it’s 
made right.” 

“My ordinance officer has been out there,” 
said Trustee Bill Hamm, who has been put 
in charge of the building department. 

Hamm said because of the Act of God 
in Detroit cars have been piled up all over 
the Detroit area, in Westland, Dearborn, 
Wayne, and Inkster, along with Sumpter. 

“This is a very temporary state for their 
cars,” Hamm said. 

“I hope so because it looks terrible,” 
Chamberlain said. 

“I expect them to be out of here in less 
than two months,” Hamm said. 

“Randy is OUR ordinance officer, not 
YOUR ordinance officer,’ she reminded 
Hamm and he agreed she was correct. 

Mary Sherwood noted that someone said 
the auto auction may have purchased that 
property and if they purchased, it seems 
more permanent and should have a privacy 
fence.

“If they want to stay, they will need a 
privacy fence,” Morgan agreed. 

“I don’t think Sumpter Township should 
be a dumping ground,” Sherwood said. 

Trustee Alan Bates said the cars will be 
parked there until they are auctioned off. 
When people asked the location, Bates said 
it’s across from Holiday Wood, east of the 
Bokon property, and can be seen from the 
road. 

Sumpter Police Captain Eric Luke said 
his department has contacts with the auto 
auction and they expect the cars to be gone 
within two to three months. He said they 
are all water damaged, not crashes.

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MDEQ raises permit fees for Belleville DDA’s Horizon Park project

At the Aug. 20 meeting of the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority, DDA 
Coordinator Carol Thompson answered 
questions on the progress of the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality grant 
delay for Horizon Park, which included a 
kayak launch. 

Thompson said she has been informed 
that the MDEQ has finished its 30-day 
review and now wants a 30-day public 
comment period. 

She said the DDA has paid a $100 fee 
and now the MDEQ wants another $400, 
boosting the total fee to $500. 

“We have to do it to get it done and so 
we'll do it,” said DDA member Rosemary 
Loria. “We have to look at the long-range 
good.” 

Last spring, Michigan Gov. Rick Snyder 
signed approval of Michigan National 
Resources Trust Fund grants, including 
$120,700 for Belleville for Horizon Park 
upgrades. 

The project was to include a floating 
dock, universally-accessible canoe/kayak 
launch, parking lot resurfacing, sign kiosk 
and paved picnic pad on Belleville Lake. 

Recently, the Belleville DDA learned 
that Van Buren Township, which owns 
the lakeshore, determined it needed to get 
MDEQ and Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission approval for the project. 

After MDEQ holds its public comment 
period, if it approves the permit for the 
project, the township will forward copies 
to STS Hydropower, operator of the French 
Landing Dam, and to three state agencies 
for further review and comments. 

Eventually, STS and VBT could ask 
FERC for approval and then FERC’s public 
comment period will be held. 

Thompson told the DDA at its July 
meeting that the DNR grant necessitates 
building the project by 2016 and they hope 
to be able to build it in 2015. Originally, 
plans were for construction during the 
summer of 2014. 

In other business at the half-hour meeting 
on Aug. 20, the DDA: 

e Discussed downtown late September 
decorating for Booville, an event which 
will run throughout October. Decorations 
include putting lights on the city tree at 
Doane’s Landing along with Halloween 
decorations. Other plans are for the 
Gateway Sign, Fourth Street Square and 
Victory Station. The DDA has added

$1,000 to its annual decoration budget 
for Booville. DDA Chairman John Hoops 
said they are in the “encouraging the 
downtown to decorate” stage. Steve Jones 
said the Belleville Area Council for the 
Arts is sponsoring a decorating contest for 
48111 with prizes to encourage decorations 
throughout the tri-community; 

e Discussed leasing outdoor sculptures 
for 2015, since the deadline for committing 
to Midwest Sculpture Initiative is Nov. 1. 
Last year the DDA committed $5,000 
to lease six outdoor sculptures, but only 
had to spend $3,946. The DDA raised 
$5,650 in cash plus $1,670 in in-kind 
website upgrades, with the total cash cost 
$9,596. The sculpture committee will be 
reorganized to bring a recommendation; 

¢ Heard a report from Joan Bodnar on 
the 2014 Strawberry Festival and she 
thanked the DDA for its financial support. 
“T ve been here for eight years and the last 
two years were the best as far as weather,” 
Bodnar reported. “In the years before, 
we had at least one rainy day.” This year 
people enjoyed the camel rides, Extreme 
Aquasport water show (that lasted five and 
a half hours), the tigers, live broadcasts, 
and other events.

Sumpter holds 30-min. public 
hearing on MJ provisionary centers

At the end of a brief public hearing to 
discuss a proposed ordinance to regulate 
marijuana provisionary centers in Sumpter 
Township, a man in the audience raised his 
hand and asked when he could sign up to 
have one. 

This was at the Sept. 11 hearing held at 
the Sumpter Community Center that, when 
you sorted it out, brought just 13 members 
of the public, along with township officials 
and police personnel. Also present was 
Cannabis Counsel representative Thomas 
Lavigne, an attorney who is an advocate 
for legalizing marijuana. 

Township attorney Rob Young said it 
would be quite a while before anything is 
in final shape for anyone to apply. 

Planner Laura Kreps agreed that the 
ordinance is still a document they are 


working on. 
The zoning ordinance on medical 
marijuana provisionary centers is 


different than the general law ordinance 
on provisionary centers that the township 
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board is in the middle of passing. The 
board had the first reading of that ordinance 
recently and needs to have the second and 
final reading, but is waiting for the zoning 
ordinance to pass with it. 

The township passed a medical marijuana 
growers ordinance in 2011 just after the 
state passed its medical marijuana act. 

Sumpter Township Police Det./Cpl. John 
Toth has been working with attorney Young 
and planner Kreps to move the two new 
ordinances forward to give the township 
a way to manage the provisionary centers 
which are expected to become legal after 
House Bill 4271 gets to the governor’s 
desk for a signature. 

The new state law is expected to turn over 
enforcement of the provisionary centers to 
the local municipalities. 

“How do you live with the law?” Det./ 
Cpl. Toth said, referring to the process 
Sumpter is going through. He said 23 states 
allow medical marijuana, two states have 
legalized marijuana and another state has it 
on the ballot in November

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VBT Planners to update zoning ordinance in eight-month project

At its regular meeting on Sept. 10, the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission 
heard its consultants map out an eight- 
month program of review and revision of 
the zoning ordinance, followed by a public 
hearing and presentation to the township 
board in June. 

Sally Hodges of McKenna Associates said 
last spring the township board authorized 
funds for the planning commission and 
McKenna to do a comprehensive update of 
the zoning ordinance as a whole. 

She and McKenna planner Patrick Sloan, 
who also is filling in for the township in 
the building and planning department, laid 
out a schedule for the work, taking the 
commission’s attention once a month — or, 
with the help of a subcommittee, if they so 
choose. 

“It is ambitious,” Hodges said of the 
schedule. “A lot of the work could be 
done in subcommittees. I’m wary about 
requiring a meeting since we have a lot of 
big things on our plate.” 

She said they could spend one meeting 
a month on this project and the second 
meeting on business, or do some of the 
ordinance review/revision work at every 
meeting. 

The product of all this work will be an 
updated, corrected, reorganized zoning 
ordinance that would be put on the website 
where users could type in a word and have 
hyperlinks to the proper sections. Charts 
and graphics will also be a part of the 


document. 

Sumpter Township and the City of 
Belleville recently completed such updates 
and their on-line zoning ordinances are 
getting high praise for ease of use. 

Ecorse/Hannan Future Land Use 

The commission also looked at a draft 
of the Ecorse-Hannan Road Master Plan 
amendment, which Hodges said will 
be put into writing and presented to the 
commission for action. 

She said this Master Plan amendment 
effort began in response to Frank (Fawwaz) 
Jarbou’s interest in developing his parcel at 
the southwest corner of Ecorse and Hannan 
roads, across Hannan Road from his new 
shopping center in Romulus. 

He had said he would like to put in a 
drive-in bank and the new draft of proposed 
future land use would allow that. The 
draft calls for General Commercial at the 
corner and Local Commercial for the area 
westward along Ecorse to I-275 instead of 
the present Mixed Use future use. 

She said the goal is to update desired 
future land uses on Ecorse, east of I-275, to 
reflect current trends and conditions. 

A year ago, the planning commission 
approved rezoning of the western part of 
Jarbou’s property from AG to C-Local 
Business, to make way for a pig launcher. 

Jarbou had asked for the whole 2.23-acre 
site to be rezoned to C1-General Business. 
Ernie Tozer was the only person to speak 
on the rezoning at the five-minute public 
hearing on May 8, 2013 and he pointed 
out the amendment to the township Master

There were about 30 people in the 
audience, most from the Meadows 


residential development to the north that 
would adjoin the Menards’ complex. About 
ten of them got up, some more than once, 
to comment on the plans and ask the BZA 
to protect their homes from all the noise 
and visual clutter of a store. 

Between the Aug. 27 planning commission 
public hearing on requested special land use 
for outdoor storage at the Menards’ store 
and the Sept. 9 meeting, Menards had added 
a strip of 6-10’ of additional undisturbed 
forest area that won’t be touched to help 
buffer the northern residential area. 

Nuttleman said that change was a direct 
response to comments by neighbors at the 
Aug. 27 meeting. 

The requested variances included two 
for signage, two for setbacks, and one for 
fence height at the front of the outdoor 
storage area. 

Sloan recommended approval of the 
directional signage, but denial of the 
16 cart corral signs. He recommended 
requiring the large Menards sign on the 
building to be reduced in size to fit in with 
the ordinance restrictions. 

Nuttleman said the access drive the 
township has required to circulate traffic 
away from Belleville Road in the retail 
development pushes the project back from 
Belleville Road. He said the planning 
commission has discretion to allow them 
to have 263 less parking spaces than would 
be required. 

They are trying to fit the parking, building, 
outside storage and ponds in a fixed area 
for building, Nuttleman said. 

He said the county will be putting 
conditions on the size of the ponds. The 
proposed regional retention pond being 
planned is not available now. 

After the neighbors discussed everything 
from the little animals that live in the area 
where the trees will be cut down to whether 
nearby Quirk Park will be affected, Bob 
McKenna said, “There’s a lot here to 


consider.” 

“I would propose looking for fact- 
finding,” said McKenna, who is a planning 
commission member with a seat on the 
BZA. 

BZA Chairwoman Theresa Wardwell 
said she felt the procedure was backward 
and the cart was before the horse. 

She said the BZA is being asked to grant 
variances before the planning commission 
has completed its work. 

BZA member Ed Miller made a motion 
to postpone the variances until the BZA 
gets fact-finding information and until the 
planning commission acts. The motion 
passed unanimously. 

The planning commission said it expected 
to vote on special use approval for Menards 
outdoor storage at its Sept. 24 meeting and 
didn’t wish to act until the BZA made its 
decisions.

Have you ever filled out an application 
for employment or college that asks you 
to disclose your criminal history? The 
answer is probably yes. Today, almost 
all applications will ask this question. 
Unfortunately, for some applicants, the 
answer is yes. 

Maybe the conviction happened years ago 
when you were younger and more careless. 
Perhaps you do not even resemble the old 
you. The question then is simple: can you 
get a conviction off of your criminal record 
so that you can honestly tell potential 
employers and others that you have not 
been convicted of a crime? The short 
answer is, probably. 

In Michigan, an expungement has the 
effect of setting aside a conviction. In 
general, once a conviction is set aside 
under the expungement statute, the person 
whose record has been expunged is legally 
considered not to have been convicted of 
a crime. 

However, not everyone is eligible to have 
their convictions expunged, and not all 
convictions are capable of being expunged. 
For example, if your crime involves a traffic 
offense such as drunk driving or driving 
without a license, you may not expunge 
the conviction. 

To help you determine whether you are 
eligible to have your particular conviction 
expunged, we strongly urge you to speak 
with your attorney.
